This is a Petition to Make Special the above identified patent application. The basis for 
this Petition is that the rapidly declining health and terminal illness of one of the applicants, 
Mr. Jeffrey Julian, justifies advancing examination. 

Pursuant to MPEP § 708.02, included with this Petition and attached as "Exhibit A" is a 
July 7, 2003 letter from Mr. Julian's physician, Jeff Baker, M.D., in which Dr. Baker provides 
evidence that Mr. Julian's health is such that he will likely be unable to assist in prosecution the 
application if the prosecution stage runs its normal course.
